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Ground-breaking ceremony for RCMP-led marine security centre

Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
going to be home to a centre 
to battle organized crime and 
acts of terrorism on the 

A ceremonial ground¬ 
breaking on York Road, across 
from the Husky truck stop, 
was held Thursday to cele¬ 
brate the construction of a 
38,000-square foot Great 
Lakes Marine Security 
Operations Centre. 

The new building will pro¬ 
vide a permanent home for 
security operations that are 


now being carried out from 
an RCMP office on Glendale 
Ave., in the former Foster 
Wheeler building now known 
as the Niagara Corporate 
Business Centre. 

The $ll-million project is 
the result of funding 
announced in the 2008 fed¬ 
eral budget for the establish¬ 
ment of a permanent marine 
and border security centre to 
gather intelligence to support 
national security in the Great 
Lakes and St. Lawrence 
Seaway. 

Although the RCMP is the 
"lead agency," the centre is a 
partnership of several agen¬ 
cies, including Canada Border 
Services, the Canadian Coast 
Guard, the Department of 
National Defence and 
Transport Canada. 

Each agency will operate 
separately, coming together 
when needed, but the RCMP 
is providing the "bricks and 
mortar" of the centre, 
explained RCMP Staff Sgt. 


Steve Brown, who leads the 
current RCMP unit at the 
Canadian Great Lakes Marine 
Security Operations Centre. 

The US Coast Guard and 
Niagara Regional Police will 
also be involved. 

The centre "involves 
departments and agencies 
working together, on-site, 
while conducting surveil¬ 
lance and reconnaissance of 
the Great lakes and St. 
Lawrence Seaway region," 
said RCMP assistant commis¬ 
sioner Todd Shean. "This type 
of partnership will enable us 
to detect and prevent marine 
threats and events before 
they occur, allowing for a 
quick and effective 
response." 

The new centre will bring 
together areas of expertise to 
deliver a clear picture of the 
intent and movement of ves¬ 
sels, personnel and cargo in 
Canadian waters, ensuring 
the "right people have the 
right information at the right 


time," says Captain Steve 
Waddell of the Department of 
National Defence. 

The new facility is expect¬ 
ed to be completed by 
January, 2014 and operation¬ 
al by April, 2014, with about 
90 employees, double the 
number now a the temporary 
site. 

Maria Bau-Coote, in her 
role as deputy Lord Mayor, 
told the crowd gathered at the 
ground-breaking ceremony 
that the town is "fortunate to 
be part of the family of marine 
security operations centres 
and certainly proud to host 
the Great Lakes St. Lawrence 
Seaway component" 

It appears the centre will 
house an "incredibly com¬ 
prehensive network of intel¬ 
ligence and security person¬ 
nel," she said. 

Living just down the road, 
she said, she was delighted to 
know "we are undoubtedly in 
good hands." 

And NOIL is a fitting loca-

don, she said.

It was about a decade 
ago that an Ontario 
Municipal Board decision

Now the owners, 
Barbara and Charles 
Gamin, want to expand 
once again, to seven 
rooms, with two more 
parking spots. 

Neighbours objected, 
citing lack of privacy, lack 
of amenity space at the 
B&B, and an increasingly 
commercial looking 
establishment in a resi¬ 


dential neighbourhood. 

And despite assurances 
from Barb Ganim, lawyer 
Tom Richardson, a land¬ 
scaper and a planner that 
the only issue is extra 
parking, which could eas¬ 
ily be accommodated, 
councillors sitting as the 
planning committee 
agreed with neighbours 
and town staff and turned 
down the request. 

Also at issue is whether 
the owners actually live at 
the address, a condition 
of running a B&B or coun¬ 
try inn in Niagara-on-the- 


Lake, but Barbara Ganim 
assured councillors that 
she lives at the Post 
House, at 95 Johnson, 
while her husband lives at 
their other Old Town B&B, 
the Burke House, another 
historic inn. 

Barbara Ganim told 
councillors the rooms are 
already there, so no 
changes would be made 
to the interior of the 
house, and that the extra 
rooms are needed so that 
their American guests, 
can be accommodated in 
groups, as friends often 


they would likely choose 
another destination, 
whereas if they can find 
suitable accommodation 
at the Post House, they 
will spend their hard- 
earned dollars at the the¬ 
atre and local restaurants 
and shops, she said. 

Donald Combe is the 
closest neighbour—many 
other homes in the area 
have already become cot¬ 
tage rentals, councillors 
were told—and he object¬ 
ed to the impact the 


increase in parking would 
have on his "small, seclud¬ 
ed, important garden," 
which is separated from 
the Post House by a thin 
hedge, he said. 

"This is a presumably a 
residential area, not a 
commercial area. There 
should not be a hotel dis¬ 
turbing neighbours who 
are trying to enjoy their 
homes." 

Council will meet 
Monday, Aug. 27, and will 
have an opportunity to 
ratify the committee deci¬ 
sion at that date. 


Platoff community centre to become Vintage Hotel banquet hall

When the Platoff Street 
community centre prop¬ 


erty was declared surplus 
and the town asked for 
expressions of interest in 
purchasing the site, the 
only party interested was 
Vintage Inns. 

The community centre, 
right next door to the 
Prince of Wales Hotel, will 
be used as a conference 
centre and banquet hall, 
for corporate and social 
events. 

Although the building 
will be used for similar 
events as it was when it 


was a town-owned com¬ 
munity centre, a slight 
zoning change is required 
to reflect the difference 
between private and pub¬ 
lic ownership, said Milena 
Avramovic, the town's 
planning director. 

The parking lot will 
continue to be shared by 
the Prince of Wales and 
the public. 

Bob Jackson, chief 
executive officer of 
Vintage Hotels, said from 
the outside, the look of 


the building won't change 
dramatically. The back 
end, closest to the Prince, 
will become the entrance, 
and the doors now facing 
Platoff Street will remain. 

The building will be 
painted to mirror the 
colours of the Prince, and 
an entranceway added, 
with a new roof for the 
building and upgrades to 
landscaping. 

Although some resi¬ 
dents expressed concern 
about late-night noise and 


rowdiness when the hall 
is used for weddings, 
Jackson assured council¬ 
lors that Vintage Inns typ¬ 
ically provides extra secu¬ 
rity when there is a wed¬ 
ding on one of their prop¬ 
erties, and senior man¬ 
agement is always pres¬ 
ent, for the safety and 
security of not only neigh¬ 
bours, but hotel guests 
and staff. 

Councillor Martin 
Mazza said he'd like coun¬ 
cil to have a look at the 


finalized site plan, and 
was ensured it would, 
while King Street resident 
Gracia Janes suggested 
the banquet hall zoning 
be limited to specific uses 
so that if it is sold, it can't 
host social events other 
than what Vintage plans. 

Council will have 
another look at the zoning 
change Monday, Aug. 27, 
by which time planning 
staff will have investigated 
the possibility of specific 
uses for the property.

Councillors have decid¬ 
ed Town staff should move 
ahead with a 10-year lease 
to the Whirlpool Jetboat 
attraction for the Melville 
Street dock. 

They did ask, however, 
that the lease be brought 
to council and to the pub¬ 
lic before it is signed. 

Councillors moved into 
a closed meeting Monday 
night to discuss the lease 
agreement, before asking 
for an opportunity to see 
the finalized lease when 
negotiations are finished. 

"I want it to be clear to 
the public that there is a 
process in place that will 
expose the document to 
public consultation," said 
Councillor Andrea Kaiser, 
making an amendment to 
the town staff report to 
that effect. 

Councillor Jamie King 
said he would support the 
amended recommenda¬ 
tion—while he would like 
to see broader discussion 
and public input, Town 
staff had to be directed to 
work on the lease agree¬ 
ment to move it forward 
in order for that discus¬ 
sion to take place, he said. 

In April, the Town 


approved a request for 
expressions of interest 
from the Whirlpool Jet 
Boats and any other busi¬ 
nesses which might want 
to lease the Melville Street 
dock. 

When the deadline was 
passed, the only response 
the Town had received was 
from the jet boat opera- 

With only one interest¬ 
ed business, Town staff was 
recommending eliminat¬ 
ing middle stages of the 
process and proceeding to 
a lease agreement that 
could be signed by the 
Lord Mayor and town 
clerk. 

Councillors agreed that 
staff should finalize the 
agreement, but called for 
the opportunity for public 
input before the lease is 
signed. 

The lease could gener¬ 
ate up to $1.7 million in 
rental income over 10 
years, and more than 
$70,000 in property taxes, 
the corporate services staff 
report said. 

The Town also hired a 
"Fairness Monitor" to 
review the process for 
leasing the dock. The 
review found confidential¬ 
ity was upheld, the jet boat 
operation had no undue 
advantage, there was no 
conflict of interest, the 
request for expressions of 
interest was sufficiently 
advertised, security of 
information was main¬ 
tained, and the application 
for expressions of interest 
"laid an appropriate foun¬ 
dation for a fair procure¬ 
ment process."

The next step is to ensure the town is 
getting the best deal it can in the lease 
agreement and that it covers all the 
necessary issues. After all, it will be 
another decade before the terms can be 
renegotiated.

Reserves as a percentage 
of taxation fell from 76.6% in 
2005 to 55% in 2009. Total 
uncollected property taxes as 
a percentage of total tax levy 
rose from 7.1% in 2005 to 
10.1% in 2009. 


Recent data shows that in 
2009, $3,925,331 was owed; 
in 2010 the figure was 
$3,534,145 and in 2011 the 
figure was $3,316,347 or 8.2% 
of total tax levies. 

These figures are not in 
the latest budget which Mr. 
Eke advised us to read. Mr. 
Eke did advise us that we 
owed approximately $4.7 
million and I thought it might 
be unique to collect back 
taxes, pay off debts, increase 
reserves and not spend pos¬ 
sible new revenues before we 
collected them. 

I have generally admired 
the handling of our finances 
under the new staff but am 
very cautious when it comes 
to spend-spend councillors.

> Speeding up 
metabolism and 
turning fat to 
muscle will help 
with weight loss 


Have you ever wondered 
why some people eat what¬ 
ever they want, never say no 
to desserts, rarely if ever exer¬ 
cise, and never appear to gain 
weight? 

On the other hand, you do 
all the right things and keep 
putting on pounds. 

Suzanne Somers, televi¬ 
sion star, sums up the prob¬ 
lem, “Around age 401 put on 
20 pounds. I had always had a 
perfect metabolism. But my 
metabolism betrayed me as it 
does most people, except for 
a very rare few, who will 
always be thin.” 

Why does this happen? A 
report from Johns Hopkins, 
confirms the answer rests in 
your metabolism, which 
determines how your body 
converts what you eat or 
drink into either energy or 
stored fat. The good news is 
that regardless of your age or 
weight there are ways to 
speed up metabolic rate and 
bum more calories. 

Everyone has a resting 
metabolic rate, the furnace 
that bums up calories while 
we’re sleeping, reading or 
watching television. Every 24 
hours, as our hearts beat 
100,000 times, calories are 
required to keep us alive. 
These everyday functions 
require 65 to 75 per cent of 
the total number of calories 
we receive from eating and 
drinking 


requires between 15 to 30 per 
cent of the total. The remain¬ 
ing five to 10 per cent of calo¬ 
ries is burned during diges¬ 
tion and transporting food. 

So how can you kick-start 
your metabolism and speed it 
up to bum more calories? A 
good start is to build up more 
muscle—each pound of 
muscle bums up six calories 
a day compared to a mere 
two calories a day for fat 

This means if you are able 
to exchange five pounds of fat 
for five pounds of muscle 
you'll bum an extra 20 calo¬ 
ries a day. Burning 7300 calo¬ 
ries a year results in a loss of 
two pounds. Not much, you 
say? But carried on for 10 
years and you’re 20 pounds 
lighter. 

To build more muscle and

get your metabolism moving 
start a moderate exercise pro¬ 
gram: about 30 minutes of 


moderate exercise five times 
a week bums up 1,000 calo¬ 
ries. This means you’ve lost 
another 15 pounds a year. 
Add resistance exercises, 
such as lifting weights, or do 
sit-ups to retain muscle we all 
lose by aging. 

Don’t skip breakfast. Eat a 
high fiber cereal to wake up 
your metabolism. This will 
decrease the desire to snack 
on a fat-laden muffin. 

Get your zzzs. If you’re not 
getting seven to eight hours of 
sleep, the level of the hor¬ 
mone ghrelin increases, 


which slows metabolism and 
increases appetite. In one 
study those who only had five 
and a half hours of sleep lost 
half as much weight as those 
who slept eight hours. 

Be sure you consume 
enough protein. Carmen 
Roberts, a dietician at 
Hopkins, says protein is the 
toughest food source to break 
down so its digestion requires 
more calories. Moreover, it 
means any weight you lose 
will come from fat and not 
muscle. 

Drink plenty of water as 


it's your best calorie-free 
drink. Studies show that 
drinking two cups of water 
speeds metabolism by 40 
percent during the following 
30 minutes. Part of this is 
caused by warming the water 
from room temperature to 
body temperature. 

This winter, you can save 
money and increase metabo¬ 
lism by turning down the heat 
in your home. Earlier genera¬ 
tions burned up calories try¬ 
ing to keep warm. Exercising 
outside in cold weather 
achieves the same effect 


Are you getdng sleepy 
reading this column? If that’s 
the case, pour yourself a cup 
of tea or coffee. This leads to a 
boost in metabolism and 
speeds up the heart rate. 

Chili peppers also increase 
the metabolic rate. But it’s 
prudent not to overdo caf¬ 
feine or make the meal too 
spicy just to lose weight. 

Remember the first step is 
the hardest one to take. But 
be wise and take it.
